A SEATTLE TRAGEDY. 


A Wealthy South Dakotan Shoots a 
Barkeeper Over Dice. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SBATTLE (Wash.,) April 23. — Harry 
Fraser, proprietor of the Northern Hotei 
bar, was fatally shot this morning by P. 
D. Page of Mitchell, S. D., owner of a 
large ranch and a member of one of the 
best families in Milwaukee. 

Page was shaking. dice with Fraser, and 
says that he had takes two drinks which 
were drugged, for he became stupid and 
just remembers a struggle in which he 
pulled his revolver and fired. Fraser says 
that Page suddenly began talking about 
two sixes and trays turning up at dice, 
and in an instant drew his revolver and 
shot him. age. came here on April 12 


to go to the Yukon mines. 

Hager says that Page is an abstemious 
man whom he never saw take two drinks, 
and is convinced that he had been drugged 
for the purpose of Page, he says, 
had on Monday cashed draft for $350, 
and had $25 besides, but when arrested he 
had onty $310 on his person, and he be- 
Heves that Page had been robbed of the 
$65, and thet Fraser and his friends were 
drugging him ‘to get the rest.

Durrant Shows Little 
Concern. 


His Alibi is Shattered, Yet 
He Chews. 


Claim Adjuster. Hodgson Gives Evi- 
dence Against the Medical 
Student. 


Miss Turner’s Testimony Concerning 
„the Prisoner’s Previous Con- 
duct Disturbs Him—He 
Stared at Witnesses. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—There 
were several new witmesses produced at 


the examination of Theodore Durrant to- 


day, and all of them brought the Eman- 
uel Church murder@ closer to him, or 
cut away the alibi upon which he is sup- 
posed to be depending to save himself. 

It was foreshadowed’. in the morning 
papers that Durrant would try to prove 
that he had been at the medical college 
and the City and County Hospital attend- 
ing lectures at various times when the 
prosecution holds that he was with Min- 
nie Williams. The soli-call showed that 
he was there right enough, but yester- 
day the other medical students who an- 
swered for Durrant at roll-call went on 
the witness stand and told of it. 

Hodgson, the Southern Pacific claim 
adjuster, was another new witness. He 
saw a man he thinks was Durrant urging 
a girl in the direction of Emanuel 
Church after 8 o’clock on the night Min- 
nie Williams was murdered. Hodgson's 
identification was mot positive. He said 
that he was sure enough for an ordinary 
business transaction. He would have 
wagered money on the presumption that 
they were the same, but that was as far 
as he would go. . 

About as * the evidence ot 
two young ladies Alameda, who saw 
a man who looked like Durrant on the 
porch at’ Clark Morgan’s house talking 
to Minnie Williams on the Monday pre- 
ceding. the murder. Durrant's height and 
general appearanee were that of the man. 
at Alameda, and his face was very simi- 
lar; ‘but that Be was the man neither of: 


4 the girls would swear, though they were 


evidently quite satisfied ‘of it. 

Durrant Has taken to watching. the 
witnesses. He looks at them steadfastly 
from the time they mount the witness 
stand until they leave it. His look ex- 
presses absolutely nothing. It is not hostile, 
pleading, interested, incredulous, sur- 


prised, angry, grieved, hopeful or de- 
spairing. Whether their testimony is 
strong against him or only inferentially 
accusing, his expression is the same. 
There is a hint of surliness about his 
face, due to the dull eyes under the thick 
eyebrows, and to the heavy jaw. He 
talks very little to his lawyers, pays ab- 
solutely no attention to the crowd that 
cranes and strains to see him and watches 
the proceedings with surly unconcern. 
Today he chewed gum. 

He looked better than on the day be- 
fore. The circles about his eyes were not 
so dark, and there was some color in his 
face; but be is still a very different look- 
ing man from the ruddy young soldier 
that detective Anthony brought back 
from Mt. Diablo. 1 

THE IMPORTANCE OF HODGSON. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—When the 
preliminary examination of W. H. T. Dur- 
rant is resumed this morning there will 
be a new witness who will give most dam- 
aging evidence against bim. It will be 
remembered that Durrant had etrenuously 
denied having me: Miss Williams at any 
time after three weeks prior to her death. 
There has been evidence that he was seen 
in the vicinity of the church that night by 
one man, three girls and a woman, but 
only one of these, a young girl, has stated 
that she recognized Durrant. Her testi- 
mony, however, is weakened by that of a 
companion who was with her at the time 
and failed to recognize the prisoner in 
court. 

But James Hodgson, a citizen who lives 
within a few doors of the church, who 
has ſbeen fcund after much labor by de- 
tectives, will testify positively on this 
point. Hodgson did not want to be mixed 
up in the case. He had only mentioned 
the matter once and that was the day 
after the finding of the body. But the 
police obtained a clew, located him and 
Obtained his statement. He says that on 
the night in question he was passing by 
the church ‘when ‘he saw a young man and 
a young woman at the church-gate. Their 
appearance as described by him tallies with 
that of the accused and the dead girl. He 
said the man was evidently urging the 
girl to consent to some proposal he was 
making,and that she was evidently de- 
murring. 

As Hodgson passed them the young 
man looked him squarely in the face. 
Hodgson told his story to the detectives 
when Durrant was brought up from his 
cell. As he faced Hodgson the latter said: 
“That is the face—that is the man. I am 
sure of it.“ Durrant again denied that he 
‘was at the church and said that Hodgson 
was mistaken. But the Chief of Police 
thinks that he has found the most impor- 
tant witness in the case. 

It is now certain that the accused man 
will seek to establish an alibi and that 
that will be his line of defense in the 
Williams murder case and also in the case 
of the killing of Miss Lamont, of which 
he is suspected. 

THE SECOND DAY’S TESTIMONY. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—There is 
little if any abatement of interest in the 
Durrant case, and Judge Conlon’s Police 
Court was crowded today- It was the 
second day of the preliminary examina- 
tion of Durrant for the murder of Min 
nie Williams. Durrant appeared a little 
more cheerful when he awoke this morn- 
ing. He had had a good night’s rest, and 
a good breakfast brightened him per- 
ceptibly. So far nothing new has been 
brought out by the examination of the 


witnesses, though several things have 
been brought out that seem to make the 
case the stronger. 


Another female crank appeared thie 
morning. She presented herself at the 
prison and was admitted to Durrant’s 
presence, and after some conversation 
with him, most of which was spoken with

Part- 
ridge said that be had known Durrant 
for four years, and had answered to Dur- 
rant’s name at roll-call on April 8. 
Durrant was at the surgical clinic, but 
left right after it was over and wanted 
Partridge to answer for him at the other 
lectures. April 8 is the day that Miss 
Willis, who testified yesterday, said she 
had ridden on the Alameda train with 
Durrant on the afternoon that he is sup- 
posed to have visited Miss Williams at the 
Morgan residence in that city. 

Charles A. Duges and C. A. Dodge 
also fellow-students of Durrant, testified 
that they met the defendant at the ferry 
on the afternoon of the murder, and that 
he had told them that he was waiting to 
see some comrades of the signal corps 
with whom he was going to Mt. Diablo 
on the next day (Saturday,) and he re- 
quested that one of them answer to his 
name at roll-call in his absence. 

Emma Struven, a young girl, was the 
next witness. Said that she and some 
other girls of her own age, about 16 
years, were walking near Emanuel 
Church shortly after d o’clock on the 
night of the murder, and were accosted 
by a young man who called to one of 
them dy the name of Flora and told her 
to stop. The girls stopped, but the 
stranger saw his mistake, and, excusing 
himself, walked away. Witness did not 
get a very good view of the man, but 
says that he looked like Durrant from the 
back. She had told the reporters that 
the man appeared nervous and agitated 
but this did not come out in the testi- 
mony. 

Miss Edna Lucille Turner, a tall, hand- 
some young lady, was then sworn. She 
had known Burrant for a year; they were 
both members of the Christian Endeavor 
Society. Durrant had walked home from 
church with her several times. Miss 
Turner said that on one occasion Durrant 
had spoken to her in words not those of a 
gentleman. Durrant wanted to make a 
medical examination of her and said he 
knew of a place in the church where such 
an examination could be made without 
anybody being the wiser. Witness told 
him that her family could attend to such 
matters. Several objections were raised 
to this testimony by counsel for the de- 
fense, but Judge Conlon overruled them 
all amd the evidence was admitted. 

Witness said that her actions toward the 
defendant were not changed on account of 
the affair, as she knew that any coolness 
on her part would attract attention, but 
she. never felt as free with Durfant after 
the occurrence. She told her aunt and 
several friends of the conversation with 
Durrant. She said that Durrant bad given 
her a set of questions to answer, and coun- 
sel for the defense submitted a paper 
which Miss Turner said contained some 
of her writing. The contents were not 
made public, but it is surmised that they 
are answers to Durrant’s queries. Miss 
Turner had not discussed her condition 
with Durrant, but they had. alluded to it.

CANADIAN COPYRIGHTS. 


An Issue Raised Between the Domin- 
ion and Great Britain. 
'ssociated Press Leased-wire Service 


OTTAWA (Ont.,) April 23.—In 1889 the 


Canadian Parliament passed a copyright 
act which gave the Canadian publishers the 
right of publishing books by foreign 
authors not registered in Canada, on the 
payment of only a very small royalty. 
Great Britain then intervened and in- 
formed the Dominion government that by 
the terms of the Berne convention at which 
the international copyright was settled by 
delegates from many powers, Canada 
would have to be dictated to in the mat- 
ter by Great Britain. Thus warned, the 
Dominion government never carried out 
the necessary course of proclaiming the 
act. 

Of late the Canadian publishers have 
brought stress to bear on the Dominion 
government to secure the passage of the 
act. In the House of Commons last night 
Hon. G. E. Foster, leader of the House, 
stated that the Dominion government had 
been requested by the Imperial authorities 
to send a representative to England to 
lay the Canadian case before the Imperial 
parliament.

Guatemala. 


Dr. H. N. Cross is Thrown 
into Prison. 


All Because He Dared Make a 
Water-color Sketch of the 
Fortress. 


He Nearly Perishes From a Chill 
Which Brings On a Hemorrhage 
of the Lungs—He Has 
Filed a Claim.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Another citizen from tais 
country has returned ‘rom Juatemala., 
broken in health and outraged in spirit 
by the indignities heaped upon him in that 
queer republic. This time the victim is 
a man of prominence, Dr. H. N. Cross, 
a well-known surgeon of Stockton, who 
recently visited Guatemala for health. 
That the trip failed in this desired end 
is evidenced by the fact that the doctor 
is home again with a story of illegal im- 
prisonment and brutality, and a claim on 
the Guatemalan government for $5000 dam- 
ages in gold. A statement of the outrage 
to which he was subjected has been for- 
warded to the authorities at Washington, 
but the sufferer has little hope of redress 
for his wrongs. 

From his account and the stories of oth- 
| ers who have been unfortunate enough 
to visit that country, an American citi- 
zen has. no rights in Guatemala. He is 
thrown into jail on ridiculous charges and 
kept there without a chance of being 
heard until the President gets good and 
ready to release him. Sometimes the vic- 
tim languishes in prison for years. Dr. 
Cross was locked up on the flimsy pretext 
of being a Mexican spy, though at the 
time of his arrest his pockets were filled 
with documente which proclaimed him to 
be an Americana on a pleasure trip. The 
offence for which he was taken into cus- 
tody was the making of a water-color 
sketch of the fort in the city of Guate- 
mala. Photographs and pictures of this 
particular building were on sale at every 
studio and store in town, but the soldiers 
seized upon the sketch as a good excuse 
for starving and maltreating an American. 

Without giving him.a chance to explain 
who or what he was the doctor was thrown 
into the very prison he was in the ‘act.of 
sketching. For two days he was 
there in a cold, damp room with scarcely 
anything to eat. The exposure Drought on

Laumeister and that he is widely known 
in San Francisco, why I will have to ad- 
mit that I was mistaken.“ 

Mrs. Fisher denied that King sand- 
pagged her. She said it was King who 
alleged that he was sandbagged in Chi- 
cago and robbed of $1300 in greenbacks 
and $14,000 in notes which she intrusted 
to him. He wrote to her to that effect 
from New Orleans and asked her to visit 
him, which she did. She says he sent her 
to Oakland, Cal., promising to join ‘her 
there, but she has not seen him since. 
Harry Cecil King, the man who robbed 
Mrs. Fisher, first met her in an Indian- 
apolis hotel. He had come from Chicago, 
where he had duped a confiding widow, 
had been released on straw ball and had 
fled. He won Mrs. Fisher's affections and 
promised to marry her. It was then that 
he obtained the money from her. That 
day he gave her a picture, which he aaid 
was taken while he was Sheriff of the 
county in which Gan Francisco is situ- 
ated. The picture was that of ex-Sheriff 
Laumeister. So when Mrs. Fisher came 
to California she looked up the family, and, 
supposing Laumelister was the man who 
had duped her, and learning that he was 
in New York, followed him across the 
continent. From there she came out to 
California, secured the services of a law- 
yer, and was ng to prosecute Lau- 
meister, when she discovered her error.

LAREDO (Tex.,) April 28.—Parnell, the 
man-eating lion, has been given his death. 
He was put into a cage with a Mexican 
bull yesterday at Old Monterey, and in just 
fifteen minutes the African king of beasts 
had been hurled from his throne by the 
sharp horns of the descendant of a long 
line of fighters, and was glad to limp into 
his cage, dragging his hind quarters on 
the ground, for his back was broken, to 
escape the fury of his adversary. There 
was a great crowd present to see the 
fight. 

The bull had been previously put into 
the cage that had been built in the arena 
especially for this combat. It was a steel 
cage with a barred tap as well as sides, 
and was about thirty feet in diameter. As 
the spectators began to arrive the im- 
prisoned animal seemed to scent the fray, 
and became infuriated even at the passing 
men, and charged time and again at them. 
The animal was a fine specimen of his 
Class, and weighed about 1200 pounds. Par- 
nell made his appearance in a portable 
cage that was drawn up to the entrance 
of the ring, and at about 5:45 o’clock the 
bolt was drawn, and the struggle began. 

The lion immediately took the initiative, 
and, with a rapid, cat-like step, he made 
for the surprised bull, and, with a mighty 
spring, Gastened his jaws on the throat of 
the bull. The bull tossed and tore about 
the ring in an endeavor to shake off his 
adversary, but the lion clung to his throat 
like a vise, receiving terrible punishment 
by being trampled and kicked. Suddenly 
the lion loosened his grip on the bull’s 
throat, and with a quick movement, 
changed his hold, and by. grabbing the 
bull’s nose again an advantage. The 
bull bellowed with rage and pain, and 
tossed the great African brute about as 
though he were a small kitten. The bones 
of the bull’s nose were broken between the 
powerful jaws, and the blood spurted out, 
covering both of the brutes and making 
the sand slippery. 7 

The bull pawed and stamped with his 
front feet until he finally landed squarely 
with both hoofs upon the lion’s abdomen, 
causing him to give up his hold. Before 
he could recover himself the bull charged 
him with a terrific rush and caught one 
horn just back of the shoulder and with a 
toss of the head sent the lion into the air. 
The moment Parnell landed he made an- 
other spring for the bull’s back, ‘but fell 
short, and again the bull caught him, but 
this time in the hindquarters, causing 
him to turn a complete somersault. 

Parnell was beaten and also badly hurt, 
as he hardly showed fight when. for the 
third time, he went aloft on the bull’s 
horns. He ran about the ring to keep 
from the bull like a whipped cur, and it 
‘was evident that his back was badly hurt 
from the manner in which he dragged his 
hindquarters. Again and again the bull 
charged at his fallen,foe, but there was 
no fight left in Parnell, and, with a pitiful 
groan, he made for his cage. ö 

The attendants threw the gate of the 
cage open and the lion dragged his body 
into his cage, seemingly thankful for the 
escape. He stood the punishment better 
than might have been expected a 
beast that has been in captivity for such 
a long period. The condition of the bull 
was even worse, for his nose and throat 
were both frightfully mutilated and bleed- 
ing profusely.

„Lucky Baldwin Owns Up to the 
Soft Impeachment.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.—B. J. Baild- 
win, better known as “Lucky” Baldwin, 
the millionaire, horse-owner, mining man 
and landed proprietor, has filed a most 
remarkable demurrer to the suit of Miss 
Lillian Ashley against him for seduction. 
Baldwin has so many times been the ob- 
ject of similar suits that, as he has said, 
‘he no longer worries about a little thing 
like that.

Why Jason Springer Did Not Ap- 
pear Before a Grand Jury.

BELMONT HALL. 


Miss Holmes Cannot Describe 
the Combination. 


the Party Objected to Eating 
Oranges in the District At- 
torney’s Office. 


„The Gentleman with the Whisk- 
ers’”—Nearly Coming to Fisti- 
cuffs—Why They Could 
Not Get a Complaint. 


The case against Dist.-Atty. Donnell, so 
far as the taking of testimony is com 
cerned, ts closed, and to the lay mind it 
seems as if once again the great, big 
mountain had been delivered of a mouse. 
And this without prejudice in a case still 
sub judicio. 

The testimony drawn out yesterday, on 
either side, seemed at least to clearly in- 
dicate one thing; that Mr. Wheeler and bis 
friends had on several occasions been told 
that, While the District Attorney's office 
could not initiate proceedings for criminal 
libel, it he, or they, considered themselves 
aggrieved they were mot without recourse 
at law. First, they could make presenta-. 
tion of the case to the grand jury; second, 
they could go with their depositions before 
any magistrate and swear out a warrant, 
am thirdly, they could instftute a civil 
action. The whole difficulty seems to have 
resulted from a difference of legal opin- 
jon. Mr. Taylor, who is by his own state- 
ment a lawyer, without ever having prac- 
ticed, and Mr. Wheeler, who isa dilettante 
dabbller in legal lore, both appeared to be 
of the opinion that the District Attorney 
and his deputies were mere scriveners ap- 
pointed by law to draw up complaints on 
demand by any one desiring to make a 
fight in the courts. ‘Needless, perhaps, to 
say this was not the opinion of the depu- 
ties who examined into the case, or of the 
District Attorney when he investigated 
the matter at later date. 

Attention yesterday was monopolized d 

Miss Holmes, who, while on the stand, 
gave a good deal of testimony. Mrs. Rus- 
sell also made a willing witness, albeit her 
feetings for a moment overcame her, and 
she showed an ‘inclination to cry. This 
little ebullition was short lived, however, 
and from tthence on she spoke very collec- 
tively, and gave a very pretty little stab 
to her sex whetl she spoke of the venom- 
ous pen” of the average woman. | 

Horace Wheeler, brother of the peti- 
tioner, was the first witness put on the 
stand. His evidence was a mere partial 
recapitulation of the testimony previously 

iven. 

1 When Miss Josephine Holmes came 
forward to testify all eyes were centered 
on the witness, she being the central fig- 
ure in the alleged libellous article 
around which all the other inmates of 
Belmont Hall gyrated. Her demeanor 
while giving her testimony was calm 
save for the peculiar enlargement of the 
eyes when wishing to enforce particularly 
any one fact. Not that the pupil dilated 
at all, but the eyelids lifted peculiarly 
and gave a staring—and, not to be impo- 
lite—uncanny expression to the face. 
She spoke with a decidedly foreign ac- 
cent, but was quite able to look out for 
herself; too sharp to be entrapped by the 
lawyers while under cross-examination. 

She testified to having been an inmate 
at Belmont Hall for from three to four 
months, and had resided in Los Angeles 
about seven years. During that period 
she had made several — trips to 
the Bast. Continuing she stated: 

“I reside with “my brother at Belmont 
Hall, and the Taylor and Wheeler fam- 
jlies—about thirteen or fourteen of us in 
all. There is Dr. and Mrs. Wallace, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hunter, Miss Russell and Miss 
Farneworth in add.iion t the two fam- 
flies proper. When I heard the article 
complained of read, upon the day of publi- 
cation, I thought it a terrible outrage. 
I remarked that something should be done 
to obtain justice and remove the stain cast 
upon us. 

“I accompanied Messrs. Wheeler and 
Taylor to the office of the District Attor- 
ney. for the purpose of signing a com- 
plaint and have a warrant issue for the 
arrest of Col. H. G. Otis. Wesaw Mr. Wil- 
Us and he said he was going to examine 
me, and did sc, but mot very politely. He 
inquired if we had meetings at the hall, 
and I replied that I did not know t we 
could call them meetings. but that a few 
friends held informal gatherings to discuss 
religious questions. He asked me what 
form of religion I professed, and I replied 
the Lutheran. He said all his folks had 
belonged to that faith. He then inquired 
ait I used the Lutheran catechism, end I 
said I did; that I thought it was perfectly 
correct, excluding the creeds. When he 
asked me what text books I used I did not 
understand him, being a foreigner, and got 
that 
ewered sharply,

turned to Mr. Mallory, the detective, and 
asked, ‘Is this man both judge and jury?“ 
and he replied, No, you will have to go 
into court to get that.’

sistant District Attorney, with whom the 
same party had an interview, the witness 
pronounced as very polite, extraordinary 
polite, and he offered us a bag of or-

Witness furtner testified that the gen- 
tlemen were taken by Mr. Williams out 
of the office, the ladies being left to 
amuse themselves meantime with the or- 
anges. Upon returning Mr. Williams re- 
monstrated at their not having partaken 
of the fruit, upon which Miss Russell vol- 
unteered the remark that they had come 
for justice, not oranges. 

Attorney Ben Goodrich began the cross- 
examination of Miss Holmes by commit- 
ting what by ladies is generally consid- 
ered as an unforgiveable sin—he inquired 
her age. Witness, however, neither 
stammered—from which it may be in- 
ferred she did not use her sex's preroga- 
tive and lop a year or two off—nor 
blushed, but said that she was born in 
Norway August 7, 1856, and came to Cali- 
fornia about seven years ago. 

“How have you been making your liv- 
ing, Miss Holmes?“ was asked. 

“IT have been engaged in dressmaking. 
also part of the time in the laundry busi- 
ness. I have been the guest of Mrs. 
Mikkelson and Mrs. Strauss for about two 
years, and have kept house for my 
brother. Since, I think, November, I 
have been at Belmont Hall.” 

“Doing what?

Holmes and she gave place to Mra. Ida EK. 
Russell. who has been an inmate of Bei- 
mont Hall since December 4 last. In large 
part her evidence was simply a repetition 
of what had been previously giver. She 
stated, however, that che was boarding 
with her mother at the hall and that the 
article impugning-her nas falee in every 
particular. Speaking of the visit made 
to Deputy Willis ehe eaid: “I told him it 
accused me of receiving money and of 
conepiracy. But, replied he, you do re- 
ceive money. I replied that I did not, and 
his manner became so insulting that Mr. 
Wheeler remonstrated with him, where- 
upon he remarked, “I am speaking to this 
woman. When Mr. Wheeler read the 
description as set forth of Miss Holmes, 
both Mr. Willis and Mr. Holton were 
asked if her face bore marks of dissipa- 
not. I said that she looked tired and worn 
use she was exhausted by tending on 
a Ack boy. Mr. Willis remarked that he 
thought a woman wrote the article, and it 
did seem venomous enough to have come 
from the pen of a woman. Mr. Willis 
didn't seem satisfied about our meetings 
and Mr. Wheeler said: ‘By the way, we 
have one tonight, come up: and we all 
expressed the pleasure we would have if 
they would come.“ 

Mrs. Ruesell recited what transpired 
during the interview with Mr. Williams, 
‘Assistant District Attorney, and she was 
then excused without cross-examination. 

The prosecution rested its case, where- 
upon Attorney Ben Goodrich moved for a 
monsult on the ground of insufficient evi- 
dence having been presented to authorize 
the court in proceeding further. The gist 
of the action,”’ said the attorney, e the 
charge preferred of violation of officia! 
duty, and it is necessary to understand 
what that duty is. The court has ruled 
that the District Attorney has diecretionary 
powers, and it has developed that he found 
it was not his duty to proceed against Col.

The court, in denying the motion, drew 
attention to the fact that while it was 
the duty of the District Attonney to ini- 
tlate proceedings, it was also ap important 
part of his duty to ascertain the truth of 
statements made. of necessity,” 
said Judge Van Dyke, in a city of this 
size a great deal of the work of the office 
was delegated to the deputies, but the 
District Attorney was held responsible.

AFTERNOON SBSSION. 


The defense during the afternoon put 
the several deputies on ‘the witness stand, 
im Obedience to the ruling of the court 
made in the morning. 

Deputy ‘Willis first testified, and while 

his evidence in many of u features was 
the same as that given by witnesses on the 
other side, yet mary triffing differences 
altered very materlally the color given to 
the interview when he was generally ac- 
cused of being very insulting in his man- 
ner. 
When Mr. Wheeler called upon him on 
February 19, he told him, after reading 
the article published on the 17th, that he 
was not mentioned and had no cause of ac- 
tion. Scanning the second article, pub- 
lished the same morning, he pointed out 
to his visitor that he had been specially 
exempted from criticism. As he insisted, 
Mr. Willis said he would look the matter 
up and give an answer the following day. 
“When he called for my reply,” said the 
witness, “I told him I was satisfied he 
couldn't maintain a criminal action. He 
was very earnest and said he wanted to in- 
clude L. E. Mosher also, who, though a 
good friend of his, was guilty as well as 
Col. Otis. When he received my answer 
he inquired if the women couldn’t get a 
warrant, and I replied that that would de- 
pend upon circumstances. A time was ap- 
pointed for him to bring them to the of- 
fice, and when they arrived I saw a woman 
represented to be Miss Josephine Holmes, 
and afterward recognized her as such from 
the description in the article. There was 
also a woman represented as Mrs. Russell, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Taylor were also 
present. I summoned Mr. Holton, chief 
deputy, and Mr. Mallory. I proceeded to 
interrogate Miss Holmes, but was con- 
stantly interrupted by the gentlemen, and 
so finally I told them I did not wish to 
discuss the matter further with them. Miss 
Holmes admitted the truth of the article 
80 far as I went through it, until Taylor 
interposed and said he was a lawyer and 
knew what was required in the premises. 
He adviseg her to answer no more ques- 
tions, that there was no need to investi- 
gate further, and that we had no option in 
the matter, but must give them a com- 
plaint. 

“I differed from Mr. Taylor and said I 
thought it was the duty of the office to 
investigate the facts before taking any ac- 
tion. He replied that I was a younger 
man than he, and that he had been ad- 
mitted to practice before the Supreme 
Court and knew the law in the case. He 
refused to answer further questions, but 
demanded a warrant. I replied that if he 
put it in that way that I really didn't 
think they would get a warrant from me. 
Thereupon Taylor advancedina threaten- 
ing manner, and Wheeler ranged himself 
by his side, and so I arose from my seat 
so that I might be right there when 
wanted.“ 

Mr. Willis proceeded to state that upon 
the return of the District Attorney from 
Sacramento he gave his general conclu- 
sions of the case to bim, and told him 
that in his opinfon an action for crimfnal 
libel would not Tie. 

“Had you any feeling, ome way or the 
another, for Col. Otis or The Times news- 
paper?“ inquired Attorney Goodrich. 

“I had no bias for or against Col. Otis or 
The Times. I have vever spoken to him 
but once in my life.“ 

Mr. Wheeler quoted you as saying that 
it would not do to tackle such a big thing 
as The Times; is that so?“

It is their sole duty to gather all the 
facts obtainable and to submit the 
same, without prejudice, at the judic- 
ial inquiry. 

The San Francisco papers constantly 
refer to the police department as 
“the prosecution.” There is as yet no 
prosecution, for the preliminary ex- 
amination is not yet ended, and the 
prisoner is not yet on trial for his life. 
Whether the case be strong or weak 
against him, he is entitled to an im- 
partial trial. He is also entitled to 
the presumption of innocence until he 
has been proven guilty. The terrible 
gravity of the accusation against him 
accentuates rather than decreases the 
necessity for according to Durrant all 
the rights to which he is entitled un- 
der the law. But the San Francisco 
press and the police are subjecting 
Durrant to an extra-judicial trial, in 
advance of the regular course of 
judicial procedure. 

Moreover, the assumption of guilt 
is put forward persistently, and the 
demand is made that he shall “prove 
himself innocent.” As The Times has 
pointed out, the burden of proof in 
this tevrible affair rests upon the 
State and not upon the person ac- 
cused. There is no doubt that this 
extra-judicial trial to which he is 
being subjected has greatly preju- 
diced the prisoner’s case, and lessened 
his chances of fair treatment when he 
is placed on trial. All this is contrary 
to the spirit of the law and - to the 
spirit ‘of fair play. 


is certainly very far from conelusive 
as to Durrant’s guilt. It is hardly 
possible that any jury of sane men 
would condemn a man to death upon 
so incomplete testimony. The pris- 
oner is entitled to the benefit of all 
reasonable doubt. 

There is no sentiment in all that is 
here said. It is purely a practical 
question, and should be so considered. 
The police department of San Fran- 
cisco must not be allowed to convict 
this man Durrant in advance of his 
trial by a jury of his peers, for the 


which they have formed in the case. 


The report comes from San 33 
that the Mayor of that city, Mr. Carl- 
son by name, sometimes called 
“Youthful Carlson,” telegraphed the 
Secretary of the Navy, requesting him 
to issue an order to the captain of the 
Olympia, now anchored outside San 
Diego harbor, to bring the cruiser in- 
side and anchor her in the bay.

Without depart- 
ing from the truth, or speaking rudely, 
it may be said that the Mayor of San 
Diego is a hopeless, irredeemable 
ass; his equal is not te be found be 
tween Maine and San Diego.

The Cigar-makers’ Trademark Is Not 

a Trademark.

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) April 23.—The decis- 
ion of the State Court of Appeals in ihe 
case of the State vs. Nathan Balenheimer, 
who was convicted in the St. Louis Circuit 
Court of counterfeting the union label“ 
of the Cigarmakers’ Union, reverses the 
ruling of the lower court on the ground 
that a trade mark must be a mark or la- 
bel used by a certain party to designate 
his goods. The “union label” is not a 
trade mark. It is one of the indispensible 
requisites to a valid trade mark that it 
should point out the true origin of owner- 
ship of a commodity to which it is affixed. 
This label does not have this quality. This 
association adopted the label as a trade 
mark without owning or dealing in any 
goods to which it must be attached, -here- 
tore no title to it as a trade mark can 
accrue. For this reason a person cannot 
be — of counterfeiting a trade 
mark. 

The court, however, holds that an in- 
junction and damage suit can be had under 
similar circumstances provided ft is proven 
that the label is placed on non-union 


goods.

transfer of saloon license at Nos. 215 and 


217 Bast Second street, from P. jer; 
Jacob Finicke, for a transfer of oon 
license from No. 105 San Pedro street from 


Charles Markhausen; Dicker & Horatto, 
for a restaurant-liquor license at No. 240 
East First street, and Frank Sareno for 
a restaurant liquor license at No. 312 Com- 
mercial street. 

A communication was presented from 
J. A. Graves in which he said that he had 
addressed a tion to the Chief 
of Police regarding a house of ®l-fame on 
North Main street opposite the Baker 
Block over an undertaking establishment, 
and that one of the board has requested 
him to address the board on this subject. 
Both of the houses, he said, are filled with 
lewd women who ply their trade openly 
with an apparent sense of security. The 
Baker Block has been occupied since De-

The City Tax and License Collector re- 
ported that the saloon license of Chavet 
& Limonsky, at No. 235 North Los Ange- 
les street, remained unpaid on the 10th of 
the present month. The license was, on 
motion, revoked. 

Commissioner Pirtle expressed his mind 
pretty freely in reference to assertions 
made before the City Council on Monday 
that nothing had been done as yet inp the 
way of suppressing the social evil. He 
called attention to the resolution adopt 
at the meeting of the commission held o 
March 26, which was to the effect that the 
Chief of Police be instructed to consult 
the City Attorney and use all proper 
means in his power to remove the prosti- 
tutes from New High and Alameda streets. 
Some of these people who were complain- 
ing, Mr. Pirtle said, had done so without 
a proper understanding of the facts, ard 
of what had already been done. A large 
Psppertion of the prostitutes had already 

een induced to remove from Alameda 
street, and more of them were going. He 
believed that by Saturday night fully one- 
half of the eribs“ om chat street would 
be boarded up. 

Commissioner Pirtle also paid his re- 
spects to the City Council as having 
blamed the commission for inaction, and 
then attempted to get the credit for what 
was being done. Following bis remarks he 
offered the following: 

“Resolved, that the City Council be re- 
quested to repeal the restaurant liquor li- 
cense ordinance and amend the Sunday- 
closing ordinance so that it will provide 
that all the doors of all saloons shall be 
closed on Sundays, and from 12 o'clock 
p.m. to 5 o’clock a.m. during week days, 
and that any saloon that shail violate chis, 
either by owners or employees, upon con- 
viction ‘thereof, the license shall be re- 
voked by the Police Commission.” 

This resolution was adopted unanimously 
and then Commissioner. Field presented 
the following, which was also adopted 
without oppasi'tion: 

“Resolved, that this Board of Police 
Commissioners believe that conviction by 
either of our police courts of any party, 
or his agents, holding a saloon license 
from this board, of the crime of wilfully 
violating the ordinance known as the 
Sunday-closing act, of sufficient importance 
to determine said party holding said li- 
cense to be wholly unfit to conduct a 
saloon business in this city, and that his 
license shall be immediately revoked.” 

From ‘the City Council was presented a 
communication which had been received 
by that body from the Board of Education. 
The communication, which was in the form 
Of @ resolution, was as heretofore -pub- 
lished. It urged that no saloon be pe-

At an adjourned meeting of the City

PASADENA, April 23.—(Special ‘Corre- 
spondence.) The withdrawal of Mr. Lu- 
kene’s resignation as member of the City 
Council has been the main topic of dis- 
cussion upon the streets, and the em- 
barrasving position in which Messrs. Coffin 
and Wett were placed by ft has come in 
for considerable comment. It is hinted 
that there will be a contest of the legality 
of the withdrawal, wpon the ground that 
the resignetion was a public document, 
and that, therefore, it could not be with- 
drawn efter the Ming. An investigation 
of the facts of the case shows that in the 
legal sense the document was not filed, but 
only deposited with the City Clerk, and 
even if it had been, it was a private pa- 
per for tthe nonce, and does not come un- 
der the law as a paper being ‘the record of 
any court,” and ‘that the City Clerk’s office 
cannot be properly considered an office of 
record for such document. There has 
often occurred an incident the parallel of 
the present one, of the withdrawing of 
private documents, according to Mr. Dyer, 
and in such cases he thas never had the 
slightest hesitation in permitting it. A 
petition, or protest, which is the joint 
property of several persons, Mr. Dyer de- 
Clares, he would never permit ito leave his 
possession, when once deposited with him, 
for the obvious reason that no single indi- 
vidual could be considered as its proprie- 
tor. Often a man makes a bid, discovering 
afterward from memoranda that there is 
an error, and ‘withdraws ft for correction, 
or, finding himself unable to comply with 
his offer, by some unforseen circumstance, 
withdraws it at the last moment, and does 
not reinstate it at all. Capt. Bangham 
gave an instance of an appointmem of a 
deputy some time ago which was with- 
drawn wpon a plea that the paper was to 
be consulted, and states that it was never 
returned, Precedent and common sense
